proverb founded on universal experience, 
and there is no doubt .that tho recent 
speech of Prince von Bustow, while 
emivently sutiefictory. with regard to 
the prospects of European peace in tho 
near future, is also eminently suggestive 
that in the pnet his efforts in that direction 
were not so well directed as now he would 
wish them to appear. The past is, how- 
ever, bebind us, and we- certainly are not 
disposed to recall it, and in. the interests 
of the world at large it ‘s well to permit 
bygones to be bygones. Tie past policy 
of Germany was not successful in disuniting 
the weslern. Powers, and we are. pleased 
to eee that Germany berself has been able 
tu appreciate the fact that in the unity 
of the western Powers lies the best hope 
for the preservation of a lasting European 
“peace. It is undoubtedly o new departure 
in ‘European politics that France, and 
Spsin jointly should desire te. restore to 
comparative order the distressed Sultanate 
of Morocco; it is an unheard of thing that 
they should do this with the tacit approval 
of all Europe and with the openly expressed 
good'will of Great Britain. Still it must 
be confessed that it is but an experiment, 
but experiment as it undoubtedly is, it: is | 
indicative of tho improved. relations of 
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the home Powers, ard in itualf offers one-of | 


the strongest auguries for tho future peace 
of the Continent, If possible, more satis- 
factory -atill ia the asaurance given by

observe how one-sided the confidence haa 
‘been, For it all Britain has obtained not 
trust, not friendship, but growing aliena- 
tiow and ill-fecling, Yet these “people 
who would now turn‘to Britain the cold 
shoulder, who by words and deeds daily 
inform tho British that. in their heart of 
hearts they dislike them and if they~could 
would despiee theni, are the very peuple 
who have done. them the unconscious 
compliment of attemptiug without any 
pressure or persuasion to reform on the 
models feecly presented to them tha whole 
fabric of their institutjons, and even their 
[rivate lives, Since 1958, when Lord 
Exam sailed on a friendly miasion into the 
Quit of Tokyo, Jopan has entirely chinged 
her institutions ond her mode of govern- 
ment; convinced of-the superiority of those. 
prevailing in tho Weatshe has undisguisedly 
remodelled her own ou similar lines, and in 
the process without any reserve whatever 
she has been helped ou and enrouraged.

FOREIGN TRADE IN THE FAR BAST, 


CHANGES AT HONGKONG, 

Mr, Douglas Story, journalist aud war corres- 
pondent, writes in the Tribune = 

Twenty yeors ago Rudyard Kipling sailed 
from sea to sea. In his Foraging ho happened 
upon Hongkong, To him Hongkong was 9 
place of a handful of British m rchant, princes 
and toiling thou:ands of Chinese, It fascinated 
him with ite wealth and itaenterpriso, ita hand. 
some buildings, and its woll-lsid streets. He 
looked ont of his window and ssid: Beyond tho 
launchea lie moro steamer than the eye can 
count, snd four out 6f five of thogs belong to 
us. I was proud when I saw tho shipping at 
Bingepore, hat I swell with patrioliam .ns I 
watch Lhe fleets of Hongkoug from the balcony 
of the Victoria Hotel, To-day he would find 
fewer merchant princes, less, sonspionously 

omineot amid a colony of twenty thonsand 
‘Enropeaus. He would find the toiliug thonsands 
of Chinese swelled into tens of thousands. Hae 
would find the houses on the Peak morenumorous 
and more pretentious, bat the proprietors no 
longer confined to British Taipsny. Tho now.’ 
comera are Gormans and Armenian Jowa, 
Pareoes, and Chinese. He would look across a 
donser crowd of ateamors ‘in’ the harbour—for 
Hongkong heg moved up to the promier 
position in the world as 9 shipping port, with o 
tonnage of 19,204,889 against 18,639,159 
recorded by the Port of London—but he would 
aeo the red ensign of Britain no longer dying 
from the stern of four out of every five vessels 
there. To-day o Sy one out of every two belongs 
to us”. 

After commenting on the autotratic power 
of the Governor snd the '-disfranchisement 
of a community whose only orime ia the 
endeavour to nphold British interests ina 
distant corzer of the British Empire,” Mr. 
wie allegos that our commerce is in danger 
of being lost upon the raceconrees and pleasure- 
grounds of the East. .

Thot application is 
not to be found in Hongkong or in Shaoghai 
and to‘its absonce I attribute the loss of our old 
position in the richest market of the world.”

CIVIL WAR FEARED, 
— 

San Francisco, November 30th..—President 
Roosovelt hag detormined ta force the Japanese 
into the schools of San Francisco, at the risk of 
civil war, ‘The Cablenews says:—Tho lamont- 
sble situation of.the Japsucge achool question 
threatens to bring serious consequencea to the 
country. Tho city provided schoola for the 
Asintics and supplied teachers for them, but 
certain Japaneses insisted on attending the 
American echoola. They wore expelled by the 
schoo] board and ruised a protest. Por over six 
months the question hns heen simmering and the 
braw eeema to be about ready for the whole coun- 
try todrink now... Tho Japanese were supported 
in theie prot-sts by ovrtaia religious people of 
Son Francisco and a few of the school teachers 
who appeared before the school board and 
romonstrated with the members to revoke the 
order segrogating tho Adsjatics in separate 
schools. A number of ministers made strong 
pleas to the board on the subject, The Japances 
consul stationed in San Francisco oleo appoared 
before the school board mony times on the 
matter, : : 

The school board, however, adberd to its 
fivat. decision and refused to revoke tho 
segregating ordor. Thereupon, the Jopanexo 
consul) brought the matter inte court ond asked 
for a restraining order to prevent the board 
from excluding the Japanese childean from any 
ofthe schools ‘they chose to attend. The 
Son Francisco courte sustained the achoot 
board, holding that Japanese porsons could not 
become citizens of tho state, An appeal was 
takon to the Federal o surty. Meanwhile Secretary 
Metcalf was sont by President Rooeevelt to 
Son Francisco to investigate the mattor, 
Sroretary Motcalf found that the action 
of the Sac ‘Francisco school board 
had violated =the treaty of the United 
States with Japan aud so reported to the 
President. : : 
| When tho first disoussion of the matter was 
being hold’ in San. Franciaco, the Japanese 
government took an active internat in the 
controversy, and when tho local court reached a 
decision sustaining tho school board the Tokyo 
governmont made a protest to- Washington 
through the Japaneso minister. It was this 
protest that Jed ihe Prosident to dispatch 
Secretary Motcalf to tho const to investigate, 

Nolwithatanding the report of Sverotary 
Metcalf and the known attitude of tho Providont 
in the matter the psople of San Francisco have 
been inexorable in their support of the action of 
the aohool board. . 

Tt’ is probable that this action of Presidont 
Roosevelt will be resvnted by tho entire state 
of California and tho reat of the Pacifio states 
ne well, In: view of the attitade of the coast 
states toward the immigration of Asiatics, the 
Lorisig naw, the dendlock between state ond 
Federal policy is ono of the most serious that 
has srigon in recent years, 


THE STRAITS DOLLAR, 


Tho Straits Times says its’ readers . will 
hove noted that Lord klgin says he ia:prepared, 
reluctantly, to “defor to atrony. local opinion ” 
about tho intriosio value, size, nnd tinonoss 
of the now dollar. Tho Lords (ommiesionors 
of the Imperial Treasury’ share bis lordship’s 
reluctance, hat we pro umo they also defor to 
the same opinion, And what is the opinion to 
which a Seoretary of State and cortain Lords 
Commissioners are good anongh to dofer? 
Tt happons to ba one which we suggested, 
viz, that the sizy of the dollar might bo ro- 
duced, buat that the fineness might remain 
analterad, to meet a reduction in intrinsio 
valno. This aeamed by far the safer mode of 
dealing with corrency used by Asiatice.”. Uu- 
official Members of tha Council alwo took that 
view, and the Chinese Advisory Board shared 
with .them .and with us thia opinion. The 
recoinage point is, of course, the olonshet which 
bas rivatted us all together. Even Lords Com. 
mibaioners can e00 the obvious benoefil derivable 
from: tho retention of 900 fines, when it 
focilitatea - recoinage at tho Royal Mint, 
where they have only one press cap- 
able of striking 800-fino dollars, The last 
portion of tho telegram raises syain an 
expectation on another point—“ the Royal 
Mint can prepare dies by the ond of December, 
if pnt in hand promptly.” By all moans arrange 
for promptitude; -and we would further ask, 
beg, nay, positively entroat the Governor to 
wire " Engage another artiat; bot no. protege 
or protegeo of tha Crown Agents acceptable.” 
With the a: proach of the Duke of Connaught’s 
voyage hitherwarda, it seems imperative to 
removo anythiog like offence; and. Sir John 
Andorson may rort assured that just one glance 
at the presont Straits dollar wonld result in 
seriously rofiting, if not permanently ostranging, 
the brother of the King, 

In the Government -Gazete iasned that 
mornibg there appeared on ( rdor by His 


Majesty the King in Coundil, and two Pro- 
damations by His Exerlleucy the Governor 
(Sir John Anderson) on. the currency .of tho

MEDICAL. MISADVENTURE AT. 
MANILA. 


Tho following from the Cablenews oxpleina a 
recent telegram :— 

The Governor General hag issued an official 
statement of the unfortunate accident that 
occurred in Bilibid prison recently. The report 
explains the situation fally and is as follows :— | 
On November. 16th Dr. B, P. Strong, Chief of 
the Biological Laboratory of the Bureau of 
Science, incoulated twenty-four prigoners in Bili- 
bid Prison with an‘anti-cholera vaccine, with 
which bo made inoculations before, and the usc 
of which is woll-known in several countries in 
Europe, partionlerly in. Spain where inocula- 
tions of this kind have been made with boneficial 
results, 

Un Novembor 18th and 19th two and throo 
days after the inoculation, » number of these 
twenty-four prisoners became acutely ill, and om 
(he evening of the following day, Novomber 
26th, two of thom died, apparently from the 
results of tho inooulation,. Subsequently 
on variond days, seven more prisoners 
diol in ‘the prison hospital, ond ono 

rizonor, whose sentence had expited:and who 
had been released from Bilibid, died on. Novem- 
hor 2st at 152 San Jose. . 

‘These inoculations were made by Dr. 
Strong under authority dated, March Ist, 1904, 
which authorization was for “the carrying 
on, und-r the supervision of the Direct :r 
of the Biological Laboratory, of the investiga- 
tion among inmatea of Dilibid Prison with 
reference tr dinenses which prevail among 
them, as or aod within.” 

Sincs th uthority was granted, over half 
the prison s in Bilibid have beon inaculatod 
against cholera without any, harmful resalts 
whatever. Zs 

All thera: cases of death were promptly 
referred to the Coroner for proper action. by 
him, sed upon his ivstructiona, antopsios bud 
‘been mado in cach instance, An investigation 
is now being mado ander his direction’ to 
determine the. exact cause of death in 
cach instance, and upon thet information 
being -ob(sined, tho coroner will render 
the verdict required hy law. 

At appoars that probably these deaths have 
resulted from ¢ anti-cholers vaccine which 
wos used, havi ¢ in some woy become con- 
faminetad with plagao germs while the vaccine 
was bring prepared in the g vernment Labora- 
tories. A number of years ago, thousands of 
inoculations with this samo anti-cholors vaccino 
were made by Dr. Ferran in. Spain, and similar 
instances of contamination oconrred and some 
deatha regglted. I wish it..nnderstood, how- 
ever, that the nccidenta .,which resulted 
from this inoculation were not due to 
the method itwelf but to the contamination of 
tho vaccine just bofore final preparation. No. 
test a3 ..to whethor tho vaccino has been con- 
taminated cap be mado on animals for the ronson 
that the Ferran virus must be prepared for aso 
and used while fresh. : : 

Immediately after being notified that the 
prisoners inoculated had becomesick, Dc. Strong 
nid the matter bofore the proper authorities for 
investigation and action by them. : 

It ia neodless to say that Dr. Strong is grieved 
beyond mensure at the unfortanate accid-nt 
which occurred with these twanty-four inocala- 
tions. Dr, Strong has made, in the past 
fow years, thonsinds of inoculations with 
anti-cholera and anti-p'ague voc:ine, aud never 
bofore have any untoward results followed. Meso 
particolar jacculations ware modo on bis own 
responsibility under the authority above des- 
described and were in no way autborized by or 
participated in by the Director of Health or b 
tho Director of the Bureau of Beience. 

Tam immeasurably grieved at the unfortunate 
result of thia accident, and it. is unnecessary to 
add that overy possible stop haa been and will 
be taken by the government to card forthe’ 
other patients who have suffered from this 
{nooulation, and to. relieve aa far aa possible, 
any distress which may bave been caused the 
families of those who hava been affented. = 


‘OFFICIAL APPOINTMENTS IN 
‘PEKING... 


HOW THEY ARE MADE, 


The custom hitherto in vogue in the Metro- 
polis whon filling vacancies. in. the various 
subordinate departments of the great Boords, 
or Ministries, has been for the Boards in 
question to moinorialize the’ Throne’ on the 
aubject, sending up a liat of officials possessing 
the necessary rank «nd. qualifications for 
selection ‘by the Emperor. His Majesty looks 
over tho listand taking up his pen (or brush) 
daubs it ono stone slab containing ink of the 
colour of vermilion and draws a cirelo around 
the names of the mon his Majesty is supposed 
to consider fit for tho vacant posts, Immediate- 
ly following this act of tho Emperor an 
Imperial decreo is iseued stvouncing the 
appointraonts. It will be observed that we have 
written tha, words “ is supposed to consider fit,” 
‘Aa a matter of fact and immemorial practices at 
Court the Fmperor—unlozs he has special 
reasons to be snspicious of favouritism or wishes 
to appoint some _one special in the list— 
gonorally encircles his vermilien pon around the 
names, of the men who head the list and taking 
advantage of this tho Ministers who have sent 
up the list in question always have the names 
of their own protégés whom they, wish to 
fill the vacancies heading this list, knowing well 
thot-thoy-will-be appointod—noless-the-Emperor-_| 
has reason, to bo otherwise dissatisfied with the 
list. In this conndction we may also sy that 
when vacapoies occur in a Board the Presidents 
and Vice-Presidentsof theinstitution cach writes 
out a few names of his special protéy és whom he 
wishes to fill the vacandies in question, and these 
are put together und copied out by the proper 
secretary in their dus rotation, namely, the 
first name on the Senior President’s list takes 
first-place in the paper to bo handed up to the 
'Theone, then next comrs tho first nominee of , 
tho Scoond President's list; the leading 
nominees of the Senior Vice-President come 
thied and fourth and those of the Judior Vice- 
Presidents take fifth and sixth places oa the 
list, and’ so on, Generally each of the above 
noted high officials recommended a man each, 
uvlesathe Senior, or Manchu, President, or the 
Second, or Chinego President (iu the 
casa of a strong mav) is greedy of 
offtca and aims at tliing his Board with 
his own protégéa when tho nomineos of the Vice- 
Presidents may have probably to suffer for it. 
Since the recent changes in the official system 
in the capital, however, this method of filling. 
vacanojes ix the ministries has also been very 

rightly changed and we now understand that the 
duty is to be in the hands of the Ministry .of 
Ciyil Appointmenta in tho future. This 
Ministry, as its designation suggests, prior to 
the recent changes, confined iteclf solely. to" 
recommending to the Throne all officials bolding 
the rank of prefect (4th grade class B) and above, 
for appointments in the provinces having 
nothing to do with Metropolitan appointments, 
which were filled in the mnner mentioned in 
the foregoing. Under the new:régime we may 
therefore reisousble hope that deserving meu 
not. possessed of the coveted privilege.of entrée 
into the private office (Ts'ien-ya-fang) will have 
a chance of getting into the various Ministries, 
chon having “to work” for it,—N.-C. Daily 
ews.

Howarth, Erskine and Company, of Singapore, 
had beon ordered by the Shanghai Municipal 
Council fo erect two new steel bridges at Shang. 
haistacost of two hundrod and twenty thousand 
dollars, The Shanghai Municipality ave decided 
todo awoy with the old aud inseowra svooden 
‘gtractnres: known os the Garden and Chekiang 
bridges and replaco thom with new. steel 
structures, Tho Straife Times says:—-- — - 

The new Garden bridge will be o mnasivo 
structure of an orgamental derign in keoping 
with the artistic surroundings of the Band, and 
will, when completed, consist of two spans of 
over one hundred and seveuty feet each, with a 
moio roadway of forty foot width vlong each side 
anda footway often feet width, Provision is mado 
{o ran a double line of tram oars in the centre. of 
(he main roadway, while the entire road surfsce 
will be paved with bardword blocks. There will ba 
over oight hundred and sixty tons of steclwork 
in this bridge before it is completa. 

The Chekjang bridge is of the lenticular 

irder type, and.is to baye a epi of one 

Banded and ninety-six foet, It is also of 
massive constrnction to take the lend of 
ranning tram cate as well as the pedestrian and 
heavy atteet traffic. The weight of the steal- 
work in this bridge will be over thrae hundred 
and sixty tony.. A feature in the erection of 
these bridges, will be the mothod sdopted in 
carrying on uninterruptedly the existing road 
and water borne traffio, and this will bono emall 
task when one considers the amounts.there really. 
are at these points.

A NEW AMERICAN SHA. 


Who is responaible for the creation of the 
Salton Sea in Sonthern California, which 
slroady covera an area of 400 equare miles, and 
threatens to spread over, 2,000 Fquare miles, if 
some means of diverting tho Colorado river 
cannot be devised? Tho question is perplexing 
Mexicans and Americans, bat for the time 
diplomatic representations have been suspended 
and koth the’ United States: and Mezico are 
bending every effort to obeok the river which 
Las accidentally been torned from its course 
through the efforts of the California Develop- 
mont Cowpany to irrigate lands in Northern 
Mexico and fouthern Californio, 

Interesting complications of an international 
nature are threatened when the two govern- 
ments attempt to settle their differences and 
make good the damage which has been wrought 
by diverting the Colorado from its, old channel. 
Phe Californix Dovelopment Company 
originally tapped the river below Yuma Ariz. 
and carried water from Arizona through a 
carat into Northorn Mexico spd back into a 
great valley in Southern California. . 

In 1904 it wee found that the canal was 
iiiadéguate ‘to™ supply” water -reqaized: for. the 
irrigation project, and s Mexionn corporation, 
controlled by the California Development 
Company was authorized by Mexico to tako

A part of ‘the basin js in Mexion, and the 
failure to control the river would give this 
country avd Mexico a lake compurable:to the 
Great Jukes separating the United States 
and Canada. -At prosent the lake \is gteater. 
Eee Abed “OF” Woter “wholly w'thin the 
United States, except Salt Lake and Michigan. 

The Moxionn company to which parmiasion 
waa granted 1o take water out. of tha Colorado ' 
in Mexico, was oreated in Merion marely to 
assist the Califoruia Development Company’ in. 
making o success of an irrigation project : 
which was a partial failure when water was 
taken from the Colorado in Arizona. Most 
of the Jaud to be irrigated was in tho United 
States, and the Moxican goyernmont had com: . 
paratively little to gaia From tho concession 
granted to tho irrigation com pany. 

Tuternational oomplications have followed, 
growiig out of tho fact that oxisting treaties 
provide that the. Colorado shell bo maintained 
as anavigable stroam, which is not now the case, 
because it has been completely diverted from the 
Gulf of California inlo the sink, Expert 
engineers are alruggling to control the flow of . 
waters, and the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
whose property is suffering greatly, ia co-operat« 
ing with the Moxican pod American govern. 
mont engincors in an effort to construct another 
channel with floodgates into which the Colorado

BUDDHIST MISS(ONARIES ‘FOE: 
CHINA. 


It is in no way surprising to discover that the 
visit of tha Abbot of the Nishi Hongwanji sect 
of Japanese Buddhictsto Uhina and his expressed 
intention of making a prolonged tour in that 
Empira have attracted attention in other landa, 
though in Jspan ileelf the wish of the Hongwanji 
to proselytise Chins is nothing particularly now. 
Of all the seven socta of Buddhists which aro 
recognised by us the adherents of the Hong vanji, 
or Monastory of the ‘True Vow, aro the most 
earnést in ihe propsration of thoir faith, nnd 
tho most influential. The division into Fast and 
Weat Hongwavji—Higashi and Nishi—dates 
from the days of Tyayseu, tho founder of the 
Tokugawa line of Shoruns, who raled at Yodo 
in the early years of the saventeouth contury. 
At the presont day esoh sect bas au Abbot in the 


| porson of a Count Otani, for Cont Otani 


Kokei, born in 1851 at Kioto, is Lord ‘bhot of 
the Higushi Hongwanji templo in that city, 
formerly the greatest tnddhiat eantre in Japan, 
and Count Otani Kodzui, born at Kioto in 1876, 
is Lord Abbot of tho Nishi Hongwanji, the 
western branch of the sect, which ta the really 
flourishing ono of tho two, It is this Count 
Otani who is now travelling in China, he having 
beon for a gooil many years rosident in Earope 
for purposes of atudy. He returned to Japan 
in 1902, ou tho death of hia father, but ho had 
been home-in 1898, when he wodded the elder 
sinter of the Crown Princess—the ssoond 
daughler of Princa Kojo—nand he is therefore 
connected by marriage with one braach of the 
Imperial family.

JAPANESE STRAW BRAID. 

: Ina roport on the trado of the Kobo district 
in Japan, Mr, Consul Bonar states that ‘the 
feare that wore st one timo entertained on 
sooount of the continuous downpour of rain in 
regard to the prospects of a good harvest of 
suitable atraws were only in a very small marsuro 
realised, the. crop proving eventually to be a 
very large one, althoug, Perhaps, of not such 
good average colour as might have boon the 
case with more favourable weather, ‘This 
abundant crop of straw, working in conjunction 
with the heavy export of tho proceding yoar and 
the presence of fairly largo stocks on tho 
prinoipal foreign markets, created a woeker 
feeling, which was followed by a ateady decline 
in prices, the effect. of which combiantion of 
infiaonoos is noticeablein a smaller export. Tho 
total export from Japan in 1905 is given as 
10,776,721 pieces, valued ot £390 681, as against 
12,499,895 pieoos, valued at £527,323 for 1904, 
and although a comparison of the quattities 
exported does not show so serious a decrease in 
the volume of the trade, that of tho values is 
somewhat more alarming. Thoro is no 
reason to believe that the popularity of the 
Japanese straw plait is on the wane, but thors 
is not the elightest doubt (hat the gredual 
deterioration in quality, noticeable in the period 
under reviaw, resulting in 6 serious, decline in 

rices, j6 menace to the’ expansion of the 
usin OSB, 

In addition to the above remarka on tho 
subject of the straw braid trade in general, it 
seems desirable to refer to another feature of 
the trade so far as itia sapposed by some to 
bffect the British market spocially, The ques: 
tion has arizon whether the difforential rates of 
fraight, those charged by tho “ London Confor- 
ence," namely, £2108, on atraw braids to 
London os against £1 122, overland to New 
York and £1 5s, to New York via Sues Canal, 
were'not responsible for the very slow increase 
of the import into the United Kingdom nx 
compared with the rapid inoreaga in importance 
of the Now York market. The writer of this 
report has goue into the matter carefully, 
and hes como to tbe conclusion that the 
freights charged by the London Con- 
ference, though neadlessly high for 
the cheaper lea of the article, are not ro- 
alleged slow progresa in the 
London trade. Ho ascribes it rather to the 
nature of the goods required for the British 
market, which are less cost!y than those required 
for New York. If those who complained of the 
handicap to the Britieh straw plait Ind by 
the existing frei¢hts to London (apparently so 
mauch in exeoss of those to Now York) will refer | 
to the Customs atatistios upon which they origin- 
ally based this grievance, they will note thatin 
straw braids the United Kingdom has, during 
keven yoars—1899 to 1905—maintained an 
average annual trade about threa times aa larga 
as that of the Uniled. States. In woodchip 
braids, which London Conforance yates affect 
equally. the United Kingdom, which began with 
some £40 worth in 1900, had in 1905 reached over

It is a most unaccountable fact, but it is none 


the Ieas true, that protrons who is fred with | 


the ambition to set

Whethor it is ia newspaper articles, or in lottora 
to tho nowspapers, or in treatises on the game, 
itis slways thesome—the question of the digcard 
ia aot in thu foreground and discnased from every 
different point of view, nntil the subject has 
been worn quite thresdbaro, It is really euch a 
very simp!a matter and not even one of the moat 
important points of the game, 5 

All the boat English playors have from’ tho 
first adopted and adhered to ono uniform 
syrtem of discardiog, known as the’ discard 
from weakness,” atd they fled that it works 
qnito sutisfactorily in practice at. the Bridge 
table, ‘This ought > be good enough for ihe 
general run of playors, but it does not appear 
to bo 0, Certain theorotical writers havo 
exorcived the groatest inganuity, which might 
suroly bave been applied to some batter: ar pase,

The diecard from weakness coniists of the 
flest discard boing always, either at No-‘Tramps 
or against a anit declaration, from’ the ‘suit 
which ono does not wish Jed, and the seoond dis- 
card if there is a second one, from the other 
suit not wauted, ao that one’s partoor can 
arrive, by o process of olimination, at a kaow- 
leodga of which uit ia desired.
